Stu art, in a resignation letter 
dated Nov. 28. said h e assu med 
Elsenh ower "will wish to h ave a 
completely free h and in selecting 
diplomatic representatives." 
In view of th e oft-expressed Re­ 
pu blican concern abou t U. S. rela­ 
tions with th e government on For­ 
mosa, it is considered probable 
th at th e Eisenh ower administration 
will send an am bassador th ere 
sh ortly after taking office.

Stu art told Tru man h e h ad not 
retired earlier becau se h e h ad 
h oped h is h ealth wou ld improve 
and enable h im to retu rn. Bu t h is 
doctors h ave informed h im it may 
be some time before h e is again 
able to travel great distances, h e 
added. 
Accepting th e resignation with 
"deep regret," Tru man expressed

Truman Discovers Mac Arthur Knows Far East 


A Place To Start 


There is not the slightest possibility that the 
United States can improve old roads and build 
new ones fast enough to match its needs for 
the rest of this century within the frame­ 
work of existing taxes. 
Consequently, in localities, in states a n d in 
the nation there is a general revision of plans 
and methods. Old ideas are being put on the 
defensive. New ideas 
are being challenged 
more sternly than ever before. 
A place to start in overhauling prevailing 
practices of taxation is the federal tax on 
gasoline. Some of the income from this tax is 
diverted for non-highway purposes, as is some 
of the income ffom state taxes. 
# 
There can be no justification for this when 
there is a chronic shortage of funds f o r 
highway constriction and maintenance. All tax 
revenue collected from highway users should 
be earmarked for highway use. 
At present, about one third of the two-thirds 
of a billion dollars collected from the federal 
gasoline tax of two on each gallon is being 
diverted from the only legitimate purpose of 
collecting the tax—grants-in-aid to states f o r 
highway construction. 


Dynamic Impulse In Washington 


Douglas MacArthur’s advice on Korea 
is 
being solicited by Dwight Eisenhower for what 
it may be worth. 
That is apparently going to be the attitude of 
the next president — that there should be no 
closed minds in government. 
The prospect already has transmitted a dyna­ 
mic impulse to government. For the first time 
in two decades Americans are looking forward 
to an administration which won’t pretend that 
it has the ultimate w’ord on everything. 
It would seem that if Mr. Truman were 
solicitous enough of his successor to avert a 
coal strike, he would be solicitous enough to 
ask the two top generals of World War II to 
meet with him on Korean strategy. 
Instead, he has dismissed that possibility as 
brusquely as he once dismissed Gen. MacArthur 
and as he turned against Gen. Eisenhower dur­ 
ing the campaign last fall. 
There is no reason aside from spiteful poli­ 
tics why military policy for Korea should have 
to mark time until next January. Whatever is 
going to be done by the incoming administra­ 
tion should be done now. Even in that event 
it might not be soon enough to get ready for 
the advent of another fighting season 
n e x t 
spring. 
As far as can be recalled, no one ever told 
Harry Truman anything. He already 
k n e w 
everything worth knowing, and what he didn’t 
know he didn’t want to find out. 


President Truman has suddenly 
discovered that Gen. MacArthur 
knows something about the war in 
the Far East which might be help­ 
ful to the American people. For 
many months — in fact, 
since 
April, 1951 — Gen. 
MacArthur 
has been on inactive duty and 
available to anybody in the U.S. 
Joint Chiefs of Staff or the White 
House for consultation. But he has 
never asked for his opinions. 
Having volunteered a few’ ideas 
to Mr. Truman early in 1951 which 
set off a chain of 
events that 
resulted 
in 
summary dismissal 
from his post, the former 
Far 
Eastern 
commander 
has main­ 
tained 
a discreet silence 
ever 
since. 
Now, with the prospect of a new 
president in the White House, Gen. 
MacArthur 
volunteered 
publicly 
that he had a solution for the Far 
Eastern problem, 
and promptly 
President - elect Eisenhower said 
he was 
interested 
and 
would 
want any ideas he could get. 
The contrast between the Eisen­ 
hower alertness to gather informa­ 
tion from any competent source 
and Mr. Truman’s 
long - time 
snub of the former Far Eastern 
commander 
is 
dramatized 
still 
further by the Truman statement 
now that, if Gen. MacArthur has 
any solution, he should send it at 
once to the White House. 
Since Mr. Truman is still presi­ 
dent, he could command Gen. 
MacArthur to submit a memor­ 
andum, but it is not likely that 
this will be necessary, for, if the 
White House wants information 
from Gen. MacArthur, he prob­ 
ably would be glad to sit down 
with the joint chiefs and give them 
his ideas. This subject isn’t any­ 
thing that can be set down com­ 
pletely on 
paper 
but requires 
lengthy conferences. 
It is significant that Gen. Mac­ 
Arthur speaks of the changed con­ 
ditions in Korea, and it is also 
to be noted that Gen. Eisenhower, 
in one of his messages to the 
former Far Eastern commander 
this week, spoke of the necessity 
of making a plan that would bring 
peace — both men rather refuted 
any impression of an enlarged 
war. Actually Gen. 
MacArthur’s 
proposals have been associated 
heretofore in the minds of his 
critics here and abroad with an 
all - out offensive. 
An examination of his proposals, 
as revealed to Congress and its 
joint investigating committee, will 
show 
that Gen. 
MacArthur fa­ 
vored: 
First, a naval blockade of the 
China coast so as to stop the 
smuggling of strategic materials 
into Communist areas. With this 
was to be applied an intensifica­ 
tion of the whole economic em­ 
bargo. 
Second, the use of Chinese Na­ 
tionalist troops to raid the main­ 
land, but without the ordering of 
any American troops to assist in 
any such mainland invasion. 
Third, the removal of restric­ 


tions on 
air reconnaissance of 
bases in Manchuria and along the 
China coast if planes from that 
area continued their attacks in 
Korean territory. 
While there were other 
Mac­ 
Arthur recommendations in addi­ 
tion, it is doubtful whether his 
plan today calls for any enlarged 
operations on the Korean penin­ 
sula. 
* 
It could, however, involve at­ 
tacks by amphibious landings or 
raids behind the Communist lines, 
and it could involve exerting pres­ 
sure on the China mainland so as 
to cause the Communist Chinese 
to withdraw tropps from 
Korea 
and thus compel a truce. 
But, 
whatever the plan is, the public 
isn’t likely to know much about 
it for a while. 
Gen. Eisenhower has great re­ 
spect for Gen. MacArthur’s mili­ 
tary ability. These two men have 
had unprecedented responsibility 
in wartime and since. 
They talk the same language— 
the 
language 
of 
orderly 
and 
cautious military strategy. Neither 
one would embark on a reckless 
adventure, though each would not 
be averse to a calculated risk in 
a normal military operation. 
What makes the whole problem 
complicated is the fact that Gen. 
Eisenhower, who after inaugura­ 
tion will have full responsibility so 
far as the United States is con­ 
cerned. does not have control of 
the policies of our allies in Eu­ 
rope. 
They must agree to any new 
plans or proposals, and that’s one 
of the frustrations that have pro­ 
duced the Korean stalemate. 
When twelve governments have 
to be consulted on each move, it 
means 
debates 
and 
ultimately 
compromises that weaken the pro­ 
posal. 
In wartime the commander-in- 
chief of allied forces has had a 
wide discretionary 
authority. 
If 
some such setup can be developed 
now — so that Russia will know 
that Gen. Mark Clark, 
for 
in­ 
stance, subject only to the com­ 
mands of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
here, has full authority to evolve 
a plan and put it into ffect— 
it may prove a clincher in forcing 
an early truce- 
Apart from the military aspects, 
the Eisenhower - MacArthur meet­ 
ing has some political overtones. 
Many followers of MacArthur felt 
during the campaign 
that 
he 
should have been called on 
by 
Gen. Eisenhower, w’hile some of 
the followers of Ike felt it Was 
the other way around and that 
MacArthur, since he was key­ 
noter of the Republican Conven­ 
tion. should have offered his serv­ 
ices for the political campaign. 
The 
forthcoming meeting be­ 
tween the two military leaders 
will wash out much of this cool­ 
ness and bring about a better re­ 
lationship not only between 
the 
generals but between factions in­ 
side the Republican party. It was 
a wise procedure on the part of 
both men.

anti - Catholic, 
anti - Protest­ 
ant, anti - Mos- 
1 e m 
M a r x ­ 
ism is opposed 
to all forms of 
religion. 
When a Jew 
So ko lsky 
or a Christian 
or a Moslem is a Marxist, he 
disassociates 
himself 
from 
the 
faith of his fathers. 
Although Karl Marx was born 
of Jewish parents who had been 
converted to Christianity, he was 
violently anti - Semitic. His ar­ 
ticle, “The Jewish Question,’* con­ 
tains such a sentence as this: 
“The emancipation of the Jews 
is in the last analysis the emanci­ 
pation of mankind from Jewry.’’ 


IT IS TRUE that a number of 
Jews were among the founders of 
the Bolshevik 
state 
in 
Russia. 
Stalin has killed them, until today 
only one remains in the Presi­ 
dium, Lazar Kaganovitch. 
During the Hitler - Stalin al­ 
liance period, Stalin got rid of his 
most capable minister of foreign 
affairs, Maxim Litvinov, because 
he was a Jew and therefore ob­ 
jectionable to Hitler. 
In 
the 
philosophy 
of 
Marx­ 
ism and in the Leninist-Stalinist 
interpretation of that philosophy, 
no individual can have a philoso­ 
phic position, a religious faith, an 
approach to problems which dif­ 
fer from the declared attitude of 
the Soviet hierarchy.

organize the American party. 
Earl Browder, after years of 
hard work and unparalleled loyni-

The reasoh for the purge of 
Jews from the Communist party 
in Rumania and Czechoslovakia—

New Life Saver 


By THOMAS R. HENRY 


Blood plasma, lifesaver of World 
War II, is on its w’ay out. 
It probably will be replaced by 
blood albumin, which constitutes 
about half the solid material of 
plasma and which has the same 
value for preventing “shock,’’ ma­ 
jor cause of death from wounds. 
Experiments give promise that 
red blood cells for transfusions, 
which now have a maximum life 
of about three weeks, can be 
stored indefinitely. 
These developments are report­ 
ed by Dr. R. Keith Cannan. vice 
chairman 
of 
the 
Division 
of 
Medical Sciences of the National 
Research Council. 
Plasma is the fluid part of blood 
in which the oxygen-carrying red 
cells are suspended. It is an ex­ 
tremely complex substance con­ 
sisting of water and a large num­ 
ber of 
“proteins,” complex ma­ 
terials 
containing 
nitrogen and 
usually sulphur, which constitute 
the building stones of the animal 
body. 
Of these proteins, albumin, much 
like the white of egg, is the most 
important. Plasma is turned into 
a powder by taking the water out 
of it for storage purposes and can 
be kept almost indefinitely and 
shipped all over the world. 
About 90 per cent of the blood 
collected by the Red Cross during 
W’orld War II was used in the 
form of this dried plasma. 
But, says Dr. Cannan, an un­ 
expected and formidable hazard 
has arisen. Plasma carries the 
virus of the infectious jaundice 
which was a major problem of 
the American Army in Europe dur­ 
ing the w’ar. 
Blood-serum albumin extracted 
from the plasma has been found, 
however, to be completely sterile— 
especially after it has been heat­ 
ed, moreover, it is a completely 
satisfactory substitute for plasma 
in shock prevention. 
The great drawback is that tthis 
substitute is wasteful. At the best. 


there 
is 
a 
great 
shortage of 
plasma. 
Only 
about 
half 
the 
volume is kept in the albumin. 
The loss, however, is more than 
offset by some of the byproducts 
of 
the 
fractionization 
process. 
Chief of these is the gamma glo­ 
bulin which has come into great 
prominence during the last few 
months because of its supposed 
value in preventing the crippling 
effects of polio. 
During the last few* years it has 
been given to several million chil­ 
dren after 
known 
exposure 
to 
measles. The results are uncertain, 
but it is believed that the death 
rate from the disease has been 
considerably reduced. 
/ 
“As the products from the frac­ 
tionization of plasma become more 
generally 
available,” 
says 
Dr. 
Cannan, “it is anticipated that new 
uses for the various fractions will 
be found. Very little plasma is 
being fractionated at present. 
Whole blood can be stored only 
about three w’eeks. After this the 
red cells begin to deteriorate ra­ 
pidly and the blood no longer is 
suitable for transfusion. 
Cells must be kept in a state 
of suspended animation by freez­ 
ing—but ordinary freezing kills 
them because they are ruptured 
by water crystals. The problem is 
to get them below the temperature 
of the formation of ice before these 
crystals have a chance to form. 
Studies are in progress in the 
freezing of red cells very rapidly 
to the temperature of solid carbon 
dioxide. Frozen ceils stored for 
months at this temperature have 
been found to have survival times 
during which they are suitable for 
transfusion, almost as long as that 
of fresh red cells.

SEATTLE Ufl — Elimination of 
wage and price controls, a curb 
on the federal sale of electric 
power and return of tidelands con­ 
trol to coastal states were 
de­ 
manded in closiiig sessions of the 
American Farm Bureau Federa­ 
tion convention here y esterday . 
Action on these matters came 
as 
t h e 
federation's 
delegates 
stamped their approval on a 72- 
page report by the Resolutions 
Committee. 
, 
The 
delegates 
also 
endorsed 
flexible farm price support and 
criticized monopolistic power by 
"industry , labor, agriculture or the 
government itself.' 
Labor came in for a separate 
going over in a report on labor- 
management relations which noted 
what it called the trend toward 
labor monopoly . 
The attack on price and wage 
controls came in a section of the 
committee’s report devoted to na­ 
tional economic policies. The con­ 
trols, it said, "have no place in 
this co-ordinated attack on the in­ 
flation problem....Price and wage 
controls impede the control of in­ 
flation by diverting attention from 
the fundamental requirements of 
a sound program." 
"By wasting manpower, creating 
confusion and disrupting business 
procedures and relationships, ceil­ 
ings make the job of getting neces­ 
sary production vastly more dif­ 
ficult." 
The report on public power said 
. "the production, transmission and 
distribution of power should be 
primarily a function of private 
enterprise, either co-operative or 
non-co-operative. The entry of the 
federal government into the power 
business should be restricted to 
those instances in which private 
enterprise or state governments.... 
are not able or willing to assume 
responsibility for such develop­ 
m e n t" 
And, the delegates agreed, when 
the government does construct a 
dam, the right to generate power 
a t the dam site should be sold 
to private enterprise or to states 
o r their political subdivisions.

Planes That Take Off Like 


'Copters Seen Feasible Now

PHILADELPHIA W! — Aircraft 
which take off and land like heli­ 
copters but fly like airplanes are 
practical and ready for develop­ 
ment, leaders in a new field of 
aviation said today . 
Speakers at a "convertible air­ 
craft congress’* disclosed here that 
the hy brid "convertiplane" can 
make fly ing cheaper, faster—and 
much safer. 
One of them, Dr. J. A. J. Ben­ 
nett, an engineer with Hiller Heli­ 
copter Corp. of Palo Alto, Calif., 
also proposed the use of short-haul 
jet-powered helicopters as aerial 
tugs. 
Bennett said helicopters, already 
able to carry a load well in excess 
of their own weight, can be used 
to pick up airplanes from rooftops 
or ship decks and launch them, or 
to catch them as they come in and 
lower them to tiny landing areas, 
much as harbor tug-boats bring 
huge liners into port or lead them 
out again to sea. 
And Gerard P. Herrick, president 
of Convertoplane Corp. of New 
York City and builder 20 y ears ago 
of the first aircraft to "fly both 
way s’’—like a helicopter and like 
an airplane—said the true converti­ 
plane "will soon be a reality .* 
"We know from our own data 
and experience that with a little 
encouragement we could in a few 
months provide the prototy pe of 
new kind of all-weather means of 
transportation and new weapon fcg* 
the armed services for conditions 
not met by available aircraft," 
Herrick said in a prepared address 
"Later an important safe civilian 
ship will follow which, through 
mass production, will get the public 
into the air and result in a stable 
and highly profitable peace-time 
industry ." 
Models and design drawings of 
several convertiplane ty pes were 
presented, but no actual craft was 
described or discussed.

* Bennett said, in a prepared paper 
on the helicopter tug, that whether 
the airplane is slung beneath the 
helicopter or is rigidly attached, 
the resulting composite combina­ 
tion has the advantages of a con­ 
vertible aircraft without the dis­ 
advantages associated with per­ 
manent attachment. 
He said the helicopter and air­ 
plane would be detached at a for­ 
ward speed within the speed range 
of each. They could be re-attached, 
for landing, by techniques compar­ 
able to those of refueling airplanes 
from tankers in flight, he added. 
“Large aircraft carriers at sea 
are thus rendered obsolete and it 
becomes feasible for fixed wing 
aircraft to operate from merchant 
ships for anti-submarine protec­ 
tion,” Bennett said. 
Louis de Monge de Franeau, a 
French Viscount now associated 
with Flettner Aircraft Corp. of Kew 
Gardens, N. Y., described a con­ 
vertiplane design with wings which 
rotate to provide helicopter take­ 
offs and landings, thdh lock into 
wing position for airplane flight. 
The roto-wing is driven by jet 
engines in its tips, he ^said. These 
same jets would provide forward 
motion, although for higher pro­ 
pelling thrust in airplane flight the 
craft could switch to jet exhaust 
nozzle in the center of the wings, 
over the plane’s nose. 
The 
Frenchman, 
recognized 
some y ears ago as the inventor of 
a "fly ing wing’ airplane, said the 


craft would have the same weight 
and carry the same pay load as a 
conventional helicopter, y et in air­ 
plane flight would have three times 
the speed of a helicopter. 
Thus, he estimated, 
it could 
operate at a cost between tvy o and 
three cents a passenger mile. Heli­ 
copter manufacturer Frank Pia- 
secki recently estimated current 
helicopter transportation costs at 
between 6.8 and 8 .8 cents a passen­ 
ger mile.

Picture Ban In Ohio Courts 
Passed In 193 7, Lawyers Say 


COLUMBUS, O. IB—'The force of 
newspaper protests against 
a pro­ 
posed ban on photographs d u ring 
cou rt session recesses brou ght ex ­ 
pressions of su rprise from some 
Ohio attorney s. 
Lawy ers said the ru le has been 
a part of the American Bar As­ 
sociation’s canons of ju d icial eth­ 
ics since 1937. 
The Ohio State Bar Association 
last May asked the Su preme Cou rt 
of Ohio to prescribe the pictu re 
ban for all cou rts in the state. 
The Su preme Cou rt ind icated it 
wou ld n’t act on the recommend a­ 
tion u ntil nex t y ear. 
The ru le wou ld prohibit camera­ 
men from taking pictu res “d u ring 
sessions of the cou rt or recesses 
between sessions.” It was among 
36 canons recommend ed by the 
state association for Ohio cou rts. 
Bar 
association 
officials 
said 
cou rts in a nu mber of states hav e 
ad opted the canons. 
— They ex pressed d ou bt the ban) 
wou ld “materially affect the liber­ 
ties of the press.” They ad d ed 
newspaper protests “ came as a 
su rprise becau se this is not new. ” 
Newspaper and photographers’ 
associations warned the ru le cou ld 
lead to other restrictions on free­ 
d om of the press. Not all news­ 
papers went along with the pro­ 
tests. 
George A. Smallsreed , ed itor of 
the Colu mbu s Dispatch, said the 
“proposed canon is su bject to wid e 
interpretation, d epend ing u pon^the 
temperament of the cou rt and the 
phy sical arrangement of v ariou s 
cou rtrooms.” 
He ad d ed it “cou ld lead to other 
ex tremities, su ch as prohibiting 
pictu res in corrid ors ou tsid e cou rt­ 
rooms or principals and ev id ence 
in any place as long as the trial 
is in progress.” 
Smallsreed is chairman of the 
Ohio 
Newspaper 
Association's 
Committee on Freed om of Inform­ 
ation. 
Ncrman W. Brown of New Phila­ 
d elphia, presid ent of the recently 
formed Ohio Press Photographers’ 
Association 
mad e 
similar com­ 
ment. He said the ru le wou ld in­ 
fringe freed om of the press and 
the pu blic’s right to fu ll informa­ 
tion on matters of general pu blic 
Interest.

For January Meeting 


KANSAS CITY (B—Th e National 
Collegiate A. A., wh ich h as been 
seeking way s and means of be­ 
coming a strong enforcement body 
ever since th e death of th e ill 
fated "sanity code’ two y ears ago, 
will consider a new program at its 
meeting in Wash ington nex t month .

NEW YORK (FI — When the Na- 
tional Football Rules Committee 
meets next month it should: 
1. Rule out the two-platoon sys­ 
tem. 
2. Allow unlimited substitution. 
8. Clarify the pass interference 
rule so as to (A), inflict fewer 
penalties on doubtful interference 
and <B> protect the receiver from 
roughness 
because 
interference 
isn’t called. 
4. Do away with the so-called 
“sucker shift.* 
5. Eliminate the dangerous “hel­ 
met block.” 
6. Return the goal posts to the 
goal line. 
7. Permit running with recov­ 
ered fumbles. 
8. Do away with fumbles en­ 
tirely. 
9. Require a fifth official to 
watch for downfield infractions. 
10. Eliminate a couple of the of­ 
ficials who keep getting in the 
way or at least take their whistles 
away. 
It’s all very 
simple. 
All 
the 
rules-makers have to do is figure 
out the wording of new rules to 
bring about all these things and 
a few more. 
Actually these 10 points take in 
the most frequent suggestions of­ 
fered by sports writers and broad­ 
casters replying to the Associated 
Press 
post-season 
questionnaire. 
There were many others and a 
solid bloc who voted “leave the 
rules alone.” 
By far the greatest number of 
proposals 
concerned substitution 
and opinion was almost equally di­ 
vided as to whether the rules 
should be tightened to end the 
platoon system or should provide 
for unlimited substitution as in pro 
football. 
The publicity given this sea 
son to shifts which tend to draw 
the opposition offside and which, 
according to some coaches, are 
designed to do just that, brought 
a demand for a clearer definition 
of the illegal shift. And a good 
many experts agreed that pass in­ 
terference is the hardest penalty 
to call and resulted in more Rhu­ 
barbs. One school held that the 
defenders 
are 
“clobbering” re­ 
ceivers and getting away with it 
while another insisted that inter­ 
ference is called too often in ques­ 
tionable circumstances. 
The rash of “fumblitis” during 
the past season brought fresh de­ 
mands that players be allowed to 
run with the ball after recovering 
tumbles and for other changes. 
One proposal was to rule out 
fumbles entirely. “A team would 
retain possession at the point of 
the fumble,” he wrote. “The rough­ 
est play in football comes when 
a team tries to steal the ball. And, 
after all, what’s the point of the 
game—finesse in offense and de­ 
fense, or how rough can we get?”
